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SPEAKERS ADEQUATELY BRIEFED. NOTING THAT SUBSTANCE OF PRESENT 
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PROPOSAL IS LARGELY ECONOMIC/POLITICAL, NSF SUGGESTS ABOVE 
STRATEGY BE INTERWOVEN WITH ECONOMIC, TECHNOLOGIC, SCIENCE POLICY 
CONTENT STRANDS. IF THIS APPROACH REGARDED FEASIBLE, ORGANIZERS 
MAY WISH CONVENE FEW LOCAL EXPERTS TO DRAFT PLAN BEFORE NSF 
VISIT TO KARACHI ON 20 AUGUST.

IS THE ONLY TECHNOLOGICALLY ADVANCED COUNTRY NAMED AND GROUNDS 
FOR BELIEF THAT JAPAN AND BRAZIL WILL BE REPRESENTED ARE NOT 
RPT NOT GIVEN.
